mitted a detailed report as to the re- 
lative behaviour of the two varieties. 
According to these reports both var- 
jieties displayed the “high strength 
and stability of gluten” for which 
Canadian wheats generally are espec- 
|ially valued, Only one of the three 
| bakers made any discrimination be- 
tween the two varieties from the stand 
| point of colour of flour or bread, In 
the opinion of this particular firm the 
flour of Garnet was considered to be 
| worth one shilling per 280 pounds of

AUSTRALIA AND 
NEW ZEALAND 
BUTTER COMPETITION 


There has been considerable agitation 
in different sections of Canada in re 
gard to the preference given in the 
tariff to Australia and New Zealand 
butter, In discussing the question, 
the Edmonton Bulletin presents the 
following statements: 

Canadians consume in the course of | 
a year approximately 250,000,000 Ibs. 
of butter. During the twelve months 
ending with February last the people 
of Canada imported from New Zealand 
10,947,425 pounds of butter, and from 
Australia 384,272 pounds; a total im- 
portation from these two dominions 
of 11,861,679 pounds, The Australian 
treaty was in force throughout this 
whole period, and Australia and New 
Zealand are the only two countries in 
which its provisions apply, 

Whatever may be the matter with 
the dairy industry in Canada, it seems 
clear engugh from the figures that 
imports under the Australian treaty 
played no great part in increasing 
the supply and can have exerted no 
freat influence in depressing the 
price, Of 28 pounds per head of but: 
ter consumed in Canada, about one 
and a quarter pounds came in under 
the terms of that convention. The 
representation that, Australia and New 
Zealand butter wrecked the Canadian 
industry by flooding the market and 
smashing the price is sheer nonsense, 
The market has not been flooded 
from those quarters, as the figures 
show. Neither has the price been 
smashed, so far as the consumer can 
discover,

“The wheat pools are today Cana- 
da’s greatest industries in point of an- 
nual turnover, excepting the transcon. 
tinental railways,” declared EB, J, Car- 
land, M.P. for Bow River, Alta., in an 
address before a Montreal club, “They 
are the only things that exceed us in 
value of turnover,” he continued, “We 
charter greater ocean spaces than any 
other organization in the Dominion, 
and this whole thing is managed, this 
whole policy is dictated by the ‘Little 
Willies’, 

“The total cost to us of the wheat 
pool was ninetwentieth’s of a cent per 
bushel for our Provincial pool, and our 
total cost of handling our central sell- 
ing agency was one-fifth of a cent a 
bushel, he said. 

“Before the pools, the whole crop 
was placed on the market at once, We 
threw nearly 200,000,000 bushels of 
wheat at the buyer in three months,” 
he said) “Today we distribute it 
throughout the demand season. if 
there is no demand we don’t offer 
wheat, It is the greatest thing under 
heaven for us, It bas changed the 
whole aspect economically and other- 
wise, but it has given the farmer con- 
fidence.”

Canada is in correspondence 
through its legation at Washington 
with the United States on the question 
of tariffs on wheat, livestock and other 
natural products, and on the Chicago 
water diversion as well as on the St. 
Lawrence deep waterways project, 
according to the Ottawa correspond- 
ent of the Toronto Star, who says, 
however, that it is understood that 
there is no connection between the 
negotiations on the St, Lawrence pro- 
ject and on the other matters, 

“The matter of lower tariifs for 
Canadian products has been an ob 
jective of the Canadidan legation ever 
since it was opened,” says the despatch 


“and representations are being made 
from time to time on the subject. The 
west wants a reduction in the tariff 


on wheat and on livestock, while the 
maritimes want lower tariffs on fish, 
potatoes and other food producis, 

“In spite of the tariff more Cana- 
dian food products have gone into the 
United States than in previous years 
and the principal sufferer from the 
high tariff is the American consumer 
who is beginning to realize it, 

“Canada therefore finds the time 
opportune to press for reductions, 
but is not using the St, Lawrence pro- 
ject as a club to get them.”
